Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Berneth et al. '807 discloses the dielectric layer in figure 1 and 
[0034]. Saito et al. '261 calls this a sputtered layer and exemplifies the layer at [0070]. The asymmetric cyanines are 
much less common in general, while the symmetrical benzooxazole trimethine dyes are quite common. The applicant 
should consider modifying the claims to recite that the medium is capable of being used with wavelengths in the 390- 
420 nm range (see abstract for basis), currently the claims do not require that the medium be useful at those 
wavelengths. The spectral absorption of the dyes would control the sensitivity of the medium to the laser and so dyes 
with absorptions far outside this range would not be expected to be useful with that laser. It may be that the applicant's 
invention is more tied to the use of the particular laser. There is a wavelength dependence for "n" of the refractive 
index as evidenced by table 1 of the instant specification, but it is not clear there is a benefit tied to this. The recording 
and reproduction in the examples uses the same laser and so the examiner would expect the absorption to dominate 
the modulation of the reproduction laser beam, rather than the refractive index change resulting from the dye 
degradation. Miyadera et al. '899 is US 5316899 and is cited in the PTO-892 accompanying this.
